British Prisoners Released 


Paris, Oct. 81.—An armistice between the Allies and 
Turkey was signed today at Mudros, on the island of Lem- 
nos, in the Aegean Sea, it is officially announced. 

London, Oct. 81—(Reuter’s)—Sir George Cave, home 
secretary, in the House of Commons today announced the 


terms of the Turkish armistice which are now in operation. | 


They include free passage of the Allied fleet in the Dard- 
anelles and immediate repatriation of British prisoners. 

Other terms, it is learned, comprise the occupation of 
the forts of the Dardanelles and Bosphorus necessary to 
secure the passage of the Allied warships through the 
Bosphorus to the Black Sea. 

General Townshend, the British commander captured 
at Kut-el-Amara, was liberated several days ago by the 
Turks, Sir George Cave announced. The Turkish govern- 
ment asked that negotiations be opened immediately for an 
armistice. A reply was sent that if the Turkish govern- 
ment sent fully accredited plenipotentiaries, Vice-Admira]

OUTMEAL AND’ 
ROLLED OATS 
SUBSTITUTES 


| Food Order Modified for Alberta 
on Account of the ‘Flu 
Epidemic 


| Today the new substitutes order ts- 
sued by the Canada food board is ef- 
| fective. The criginal order limits the 
range of eubstitutes 1o oat flour, bar- 
| ley flour, corn flour and rye flour 

| In Alberta the range temporarily 
|has been added to so as to embrace 
This 


representative of the food board for 
Alberta. 

Under the new substitutes order the 
flour mills, wholesalers and retailers 
are required to sell one pound of sub- 
titutes with every four pounds of 
wheat flour, and the consumers must 


purchase one pound of substitutes with 


every pound of wheat flour. 

The eastern mills, which were ex- 
pected to produce sufficient substi- 
tutes to supply the demand created by 
the new order, have been forced to 
close down on account of the Influenza 
epidemic, and itn order that a hand!- 
cap shall not be imposed upon con- 
sumers by lack of a sufficient supply 
of the four cereal substitutes, it is an- 
nounced that Alberta 
and consumers may add oatmeal and 
rolled oats to the other four subst!- 
tutes. 

This, therefore, makes the substi- 
tutes in Alberta oat flour, barley flour, 
corn flour, rye flour, corn meal and 
rolled oats.

The end of October sees Bul- 
garia and Turkey definitely out 
of the war. The army of Austria- 
Hungary is being beaten in the 
field and the empire is apparently 
breaking up. German armies have 
lost all the gains they have made 
since the fall of 1914 and have 
been driven by sheer hard fighting 
from their strongest defences and 
their most important strategic 
points. The government has ask- 
ed for an armistice and for peace 
proposals. The Kaiser’s abdica- 
tion as a means of peace for Ger- 
many is freely and openly spoken 
of in the German press. 

On the other side the govern- 
ment of Belgium has been re-es- 
tablished on Belgian soil. The 
Belgian coast is clear of Germans, 
France is being rid rapidly of the 
invaders, Serbia is reoceupied by 
the Serbians, the German army of 
occupation is leaving Roumania, 
the hostile occupation of Greece 
has ceased; Arabia, Palestine, Sy- 
ria and Mesopotamia have been 
freed from Turkish tyranny. Sel- 
dom has the map of the world fol- 


|} lowing the fortunes of war chang- 
|} ed more radically or more rapidly

than within the past three months. 

On July 18th the German army 
was within forty miles of Paris. 
The channel ports seemed to be 
at the merey of Germany. All of 
France and Belgium that Ger- 
many had held since September, 
1914, she still held, with substan- 
tial gains towards Paris, Amiens 
and Calais. Serbia was occupied 
and devastated throughout, parts 
of Greece were in the same condi- 
tion, Roumania was _ beaten, 
robbed, gagged and bound, great 
sections of Russia had been speci- 
fieally placed under German con- 
trol and the remainder reduced to 
vassalage, 


Three and a half months ago! 
the German Kaiser was the great- | 


est power on earth; militarism and 
autocracy on the German plan 
were the accepted gospel of the 
nations, Today the military au- 
thority of Germany has been plac- 
ed in the hands of the civil power 
and the Kaiser is considering ab- 
dication as an evidence of the 
good faith of Germany in accept- 
| ing the principles of democracy. 
} So far as Germany is concerned 
there may well be doubts as to the 
sincerity of both Kaiser and peo- 
, ple as there must be as to that of 
_ the army and junkers, But there 
‘an be no doubt that aside from 
Germany a vast advance has been 
nade towards world liberty and 
world justice in the abject surren- 
ler of Turkey and Bulgaria and 
he disruption of Austria. Unless 
he Allies lose their grip in the 
noment of success there seems ev- 
‘ry reason to believe that the em- 
vires of Turkey and Austria-Mim 
rary have passed into history and 
+ he world is that much treer as: 
vetter, So much may be eredited 
‘o the men who have died, Bul- 
jgaria, second only to Germany 
‘and Turkey in treachery and bru- 
“ality, saved herself by being the 
 irst to surrender, 
o hope that Germany is finally 
‘efeated as yet. She wants to 
‘nake terms, to save her armies 
nd her plunder of France and 
Selgium, and to keep her hold, 
ither economie or political or 
oth, that she now has on Russia. 
f she secures a peace that enables 
er to do that she still has won 
Jie war. Better another year of 
Jorror and sacrifice than that such 
‘heace should be made,

The publication of a newspaper 
is not a productive industry. A 
newspaper is not eaten, worn, 
used for fuel, building material or 
for transportation purposes. The 
} world could run without newspa- 
pers. Just as it could run without 
teachers or preachers, doctors or 
lawyers, or a thousand and one 
other professions,callings or indus- 
tries that are not essential to the 
| existence of mankind, but are es- 
sential to the welfare, happiness 
and progress of civilized man, The 
newspaper is a means of publicity. 
Its function is the distribution of 


none of whom are producers as the 


universaly recognized as essential 
to civilized life so the publication 
of a newspaper is equally regard- 
ed as an essential industry. 

A newspaper is an industry, Its 


ployment of labor and the use of 
material on a scale proportionate 
to the volume and value of the in- 
formation it gives and the range 
of the publicity its circulation af- 
fords.

SERUM FOR ‘FLU 

From New York Times 

At lam, almost entirely by private 
initiation—with very little of official 
help and no official compulsion—re- 
sort is made to the one means of | 
checking the influenza epidemic that 
is in complete accord with up-to-date 
medical science. In other werds, now, 
after there have been more deaths 
from a disease which in all prabability 
should be classed as preventable than 


occur in any except the greatest 
battles, the administration by inocula- 
tion of a serum prepared exactly as 


are the other serums which have long 
since been administered as emablished 
and routine practice in several closely | 
related maladies has begun on a large | 
scale. | 

Why this was not done, especially tn | 
the training camps, at or before the! 
beginning of this epidemic-——that is 
one of the many mysteries connected 
with it, and one in the elucidation of 
which the medical profession will be 
busy for some time after the epidemic, | 
as one member of the _ profession 
naively expresses it, “has burnt itself 
out.” That phrase, in its implications, | 
at least, is a strangely humble one— | 
being little less than a confession of | 
complete helplessness——to come from 
a direction whence we laymen have| 
been accustomed to hear only of tri- 
umphs in the age-long battle with the 
enemies of health.
